wish to see timber in its virgin lux­ 
uriance will have to visit distant and 
isolated sections of the country. 
Ender the new conditions brought 
aliout by the exploitation of the vir­ 
gin forests a 
t>pe 
of 
woodlands 
known as the old field pine has de­ 
veloped into commercial importance 
within recent years as a result 
of 
clearing away the original forests for 
agricultural purposes. 
This old field 
type promises to increase 
in value 
more and more with the correspond­ 
ing increase in the 
price 
of wood 
products. 
Old fields are 
common 
lioth in the south and in the north, 
although they arise from different 
causes and become reforested 
with 
different species of trees. 
Loblolly on oui Plantations. 
In the south, before the civil war, | 
vast areas of land were iii cultivation 
w iiich have since been allowed to re­ 
turn ti forest. 
M any thousands of 
acres were often included within a 
single plantation, mostly cleared, and 
growing splendid crops of 
cotton, 
corn, tobacco, and many other val­ 
uable farm products. 
It is common 
today to see in certain 
sections of 
the tout Ii, old plantations of great i 
extent that are now' growing up with 
loblolly, or as it is generally called, 
old field pine. 
The war was resjionsible for this! 
neglect of cultivated laud. 
With th j 
freeing of slaves the immense plan-! 
tations could no longer lie managed 
ana the land was abandoned. 
In I 
many cases, however, the land was i 
impoverished through many years of j 
cultivation, but w ith the use of fe r - ; 
tilizers will be reclaimed in the fit-* 
lure. 
Farmers now point out spies I 
did stands of 
pine 
already

enou* . to be lumbered, on land t h a t , 
they once plowed. 
Grow th has been 
phenomenal, the trees being often 12 ! 
tip 14 inches in diameter at an age of 
no more than twenty to twenty five 
years. 
Wind Sow* Many Seed*. 
Loblolly {fine bears seed prolifical-. 
Iv nearly every year and {icing light' 
these seeds are carried long distan-, 
ces by the wind. 
The open fields of­ 
fer ideal places for the young trees 
to start. 
The ground 
has 
been 
worked many years and there is no 
young oak brush to 
interf“ re with : 
their growth as in the c a se of th* 
stump or cut-over lands. 
I^ongleaf 
pine, on the other hand, seeds much, 
I s abundantly and the seeds being 
heavier are not carried by the wind 
far from the mother trees, so ih at its 
reproduction is much less abundant. \ 
The loblolly, however, is most 
ag- j 
gressive in 
taking 
possession 
o f ’ 
abandoned lands and pre-eminently 
deserves its popular name of 
“old i 
field pine.” 
Through this natural reforestation 
nature has freely furnished a source ' 
of income on land that would other-. 
wise have 
lieen 
unproductive

these years. 
Yet it has not been un­
